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FOX FARMS, 
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A PROFITABLE CANADIAN 
INDUSTRY. 


A general expansion in the fur farming in- 
dustry. in Canada is reported. The number 
of fur farms operated was 1,240, an increase 
of 214 over. the previous year, The total 
value of these farms was $8,424,964, the 
of 40,125 animals being . valued +t 
$6,525,668, an increase in the value of the 
farms of $654,860; in the number of animals 
of 9,543, and in the value of stock $461,515. 

Lhe revenue derived from the sale of live 
animals and pelts during 1923 totalled 
$2,175,151—an increase of $637,626. 

Fox farming forms the most important 
branch of this industry. The earliest 
authentic record of the raising of foxes in 
captivity in Canada was about forty-five vears 
ago. ‘The beauty of the fur of the silver fox, 
and the consequent high prices realised from 
the sale of the pelts, caused attention to be 
directed solely to this breed. After 1890 there 
came a period of rising prices for furs, and 
ithe fox farming industry grew rapidly. 

Attempts at raising foxes in captivity were 
being made in other provinces, the records 
showing that foxes were successfully bred m 
Quebec in 1898. Fox farming is now carried 
on in all provinees,of the Dominion, and the 
number of farms is ‘steadily increasing. -. he 
latest statistics showed Canada with a total 
of 27,383. foxes, of which 25,186 were silver 
foxes.

SERIOUS STATE OF CORK 
COASTLINE. 


The foreshore from Youghal to Redbarn, 
owing to continual erosion, is in a 
dangerous state and the Urban Council has 
resolved to request the Dail members con- 
cerned to move in the matter of having the 
necessary protection work -carried out as soon 
as possible, 

The action which the Council has taken was

An engineer 
from the department visited the scene and the 
matter was subsequently handed over to the 
Land Commission, on whose behalf another 
engineer visited and examined the place.

STAYED SEVEN YEARS. 

“Although it was my mother’s home 
country,’’ he told me, ' Connemara was un- 
known to me until some. years after I had 
begun painting. I had established myself in 
London,and was working away in Chelsea when, 
the talk falling one day on holidays, Robert 
Lynd said to me, ‘ Why not try Connemara’ 
holiday and came away for a month in 
Connemara. 

“The result was that I threw away the 
iretúrn half of my ticket and stayed seven 
years.” i 

I remarked on a daring depth of blue in one 
of the pictures as we stood there in the 
studio, ‘‘ But it is not vivid enough, ' the 
artist. replied. ‘‘.Paint simply will not give 
you the vividness of. some Connemara scenes. 
I know many people think I am extravagant 
in my colouring—until they see Connemara for 
themselves. Sometimes they come back and 
tell me when they have found that 1 was 
right.”’ 

Remembering the picturesque colouring of 
shawls and red skirts worn by peasant women 


On that suggestion I packed up for a painting 


in the West, I asked Mr. Henry whether he 
was mot tempted ‘o bring figures into his 
ictures: He explained that when he went to 
Énna first he was more a figure painter 
than a landscapist. Of course, he began to 
try and paint. some of the picturesque types to 
be found there. That soon brought him 
trouble. The simple folk of that region feared 
the “evil eye’’; they had vague but terrify- 
ing notions that the artist in putting their 
likeness on ¢anvas took the son! away. 
STONED OUT OF A VILLAGE. 
The primitives in all lands have 
legends based on such a superstition. Those 
who were not disturbed by such beliefs 
resented the artist's efforts because they were 
ashamed of their peasant clothing. The 
stranger in shoes and town clothes was re- 
cording the meanness of their barefootedness 
and. coarse gatments. Between fear and re- 
sentment they. made it impossible for the 
painter to get them as models, 

Mr. Henry and his companion were avoided, 
and then actually stoned out of one village. 
Crossing a field one day, he saw a hoy crying 
and asked the reason. “I told him,” said the 
boy’s father, ‘‘ that if he didn’t mind himself 
the man would take his picture.’’ 

Regarded as a sort of bogeyman so long as 
he attempted figure painting there, Mr. 
Henry's attention became more and more con- 
centrated on the scenic wonders of Conne- 
mara. By stealth, more or less, he has occa- 
sionally recorded a typical figure—typical, 
that is to say, of the representatives of the 
ancient racial straislasatill to be found in the 


their 


“This woman,” said Mr. Henry, pointing 
to a pictaré of a red-skirted, batéfooted dame, 
with peat-hued skin, ‘‘ was the real type of a 
Firbolg; she nged to a community of 
small, dark-skinned people to be found in a 
cleft of the cotntrv, quite separate from 
neighbouring folk, like an island left when 
the rest of their race became effaced.”’ 

Mr. Henry 's chief work in Connemara will 
continue to be contained in his efforts to 
convey the impressions made by the looming 
mountain masses, their dark, mysterious 
grandeur deepened by contrast with luminous 
foreground patches. “A beam of. sunlight 
will pierce the valley’ mists,”’ he’ says—and 
those. who have seen the effect will agree with 
him that it is very characteristic of Conne-

Why they 
should pay for carriage over to Glasgow if 
the fish were caught in Howth: he could not 
understand.

Eleven years ago to-day Britain declared 
war against the German Empire. On 
that fateful day forces of which no man 
could have foreseen the effect were un- 
chained on the world. Europe was given 
over to bloodshed and misery for a period 
of four and. a half tortured years. A 
world war wrought havoc among the 
achievements: of centuries. By laborious 
toil. mankind had built up a tedious 
structure of civilisation, as 
polyps build their reefs; and in a few 
years; almost everything was destroyed. 
Material wealth was scattered to the four 
winds of: heaven. Nations’ poured out 
their treasure without stint in pursuit of 
victory over their enemies ; the savings of 
generations were swallowed up in that 
awful holocaust which consumed so many 
bright, young lives; and the very fabric 
of human society was shaken to its founda- 
tions by the shocks of war. Those days 
seem very far off now. “The great sacrifice 
was made; victory was wrung from the 
jaws.of. defeat, and mankind, never de- 
spairing, set to work to rebuild a shattered 
world. The years that have passed since 
the end of the war in many ways have 
been as troubled as those of the struggle 
itself, The peace treaties satisfied nobody. 
They brought bitter disappointment to 
those who believed that the war had 
purged Europe of its jealousies, its petty 
quarrels and its futile faith in force. They 
proved that th» frailties of human nature 
remained as strong as ever, that the ideals 
of human brotherhood were no nearer 
achievement than they were in the days 
of Alexander III., and that the spirit of 
the “Holy Alliance ” ‘still animated Euro- 
pean politics in spite of the ennobling 
example of the men who died. The 
appeal by Earl Haig on behalf of the 
survivors in a letter which we print to-day 
is a sad commentary on this fact. 

To-day we see the results of a short- 
sighted. policy. Peace was laid on bad 
foundations, and the condition of Europe 
eleven years alter the outbreak of the 
war which was to have ended war is 
even worse than it was in those 
days when William of Hohenzollern was 
prancing about Germany, inviting all and 
sundry to tread on the tail of his coat. 
A glance at the political map of Europe 
to-day is depressing in the extreme. 
Germany is recovering by slow degrees 
from her stunning defeat. Russia lies 
inert, stricken with a thousand wounds. 
Ttaly is undergoing a series of crises which 
would haye ruined a less virile people. 
France is sullen and ill at ease, 
striving desperately to gain that security 
from further invasion which means so 
much to her, and struggling to rid her- 
self of a mass of debt. Britain is in the 
trough of industrial depression, support- 
ing a vast army of workless men and 
making valiant efforts to set her economic 
houce in order. Can we say to-day, as 
was said eleven years ago; that Ireland is 
the ““óhe bright spot’? ‘Certainly, there 
has been a wonderful improvement during 
recent months. We have had our troubles 
—and they have been many—but now 
our country once again is on the high road 
to prosperity. Old feuds have been for- 
gotten; former differences are being re 
solved. Our people are working together 
now as they never worked before, and 
this week's Horse Show at Ballsb allsbridge 
is likely to set the seal on the constructive 
achievements of a period of patient

The Irish Fisheries. 

«Tn five or six years, at the present rate 
of decay, there willbe no fishing in Ire- 
land,” said the Reverend C. P.) White at 
yesterday's meeting at Howth of the Irish 
National Fishermen’s Association. The 
Irish fisheries ought to be one of the chief 
assets of the nation, yet they languish in 
neglect. In part the fishermen are to 
blame for lack of enterprise. In part, 
Irish business men are to blame for fail- 
ing to invest money in the development 
of what would be a highly profitable in- 
dustry. Chiefly, however, historical circum- 
stances are at fault, and enterprise waits 
on State action. Yesterday a representa- 
tive of the Free State Ministry of. 
Fisheries declared that the Irish fisheries 
never will be developed by. State loans, 
and that progress in Ireland must be made 
in the same way as in Britain—that is, 
by private endeavour. We agree with the 
principle that the fisheries should not be 
regarded as a State industry; but men of 
money will not invest, nor will the fisher- 
men themselves prove energetic and re- 
sourceful, unless the State frees the in- 
dustry of difficulties under which it 
labours at present, and which can be re- 
moved only by the public authority. Three 
problems lie before the fishing industry— 
co-ordination of effort, organisation of 
markets, and provision of transport from 
the fishing grounds. If the Free State 
Government will assist the fishermen by 
supplying weather and market reports and 
directions, by advancing their interests in 
the. centres of consumption, and by im- 
proving the road, rail and sea transport 
by which the catches are taken from 
the landing place to the markets of 
Britain, private enterprise will not be 
tardy in supplying capital and sending 
well-equipped boats after the shoals. 

First things first is a sound maxim in 
government as in all other human activi- 
ties. Providence has gifted Ireland not 
with vast deposits of minerals; but with a 
fruitful soil and teeming waters. Wisdom, 
therefore, dictates the development of this 
natural wealth as the basis of [Irish 
prosperity. “ Fishing,’ said. Father 
White, “is one of the two industries 
which must be fostered by. any Govern- 
ment that takes an interest in the people.’’ 
If the brains of the Cohtinent. are to be 
brought over for the Shannon scheme, he 
added, the best advice should be sought 
from abroad, if needs be, for the fisheries. 
Foreign counsel is not needed, however, for 
the. revival. of . the. most. natural .of 
Irish industries, which dMourished in 
times past. What is needed is a State 
policy that seeks the welfare of our 
prime industries and sets aside all that 
would interfere therewith. In the great 
market of Britain there is a potential 
demand for all the food that could be 
grown upon our soil or caught in our 
waters; but that market will not be ours 
umil the Free State Government seeks it 
with the diligence of the New Zealanders 
and Canadians, who have their great 
pavilions at Wembley and their agents 
constantly at work throughout the land. 
The Fishermen’s Association is not neglect- 
ful of the possible market for fish even 
within our own shores. It seeks to educate 
the Irish public in the food. value of fish 
diet and calls for efforts to distribute fish 
supplies at a cheap rate to Irish «con- 
sumers. Irish transport must be greatly 
improved by the State, however, before 
fresh fish can be brought from the boats to 
the inland towns rapidly and cheaply. 


Open Spaces. 


A healthy mind in a healthy body is 
an ideal combination sought by all. Un- 
fortunately, the tremendous development 
of modern cities, with their miles and 
miles of streets, has made it almost im- 
possible to realise the second requirement, 
and, even more unfortunately, the first 
is very largely dependent on the second. 
Crowds of fifty thousand or upwards are 
to be seen every Saturday at the more im- 
portant Association football matches. in 
England, and our local games are 
patronised by crowds relatively, if not 
actually, as great. The large majority of 
these spectators are not, as some moralists 
aver, loafers who deliberately shun any 
form of physical exercise, but ordinary, 
decent individuals who would be only too 
delighted to play games if they had the 
necessary facilities, An effort has at last 
been made to grapple with this problem. 
Yielding to popular clamour, the British 
Government is including the principal 
clause of the Open Spaces Billin the Public 
Health Bill now before the House of Lords. 
The main purpose of the Open Spaces Bill 
is to rermit local authorities to acquire 
playing fields either within or without the 
area under their administration and to 
let the lands purchased or leased, so that 
they may be available for sports and 
games at a reasonable rent. The granting

Horse Show week at the Gaiety Theatre, 
Dublin, has meant, as a rule, musical comedy, 
and sometimes it, has meant Seymour Hicks or 
Ellaline Terriss as well. - This year neither 
Mr. Hicks nor his charming wife can be 
had with the musical comedy accompani- 
ment, but we h these artistes to- 
gether in a play that is (in Mr. Hicks's 
version, at all eveiits) a comedy, and one 
more worthy of. their . serious accomplish- 
ments than some of the musical pieces were. 
Here, too, on this occasion as an actress in 
the cast. with her parents, is Miss . Betty 
Seymour Hicks. It seems but a few Horse 
Shows ago that Baby Betty’s infant features 
brightened her father’s publicity matter, and 
now in the play. she is taking the part of a 
woman of. the same age as her mother's 
character. 7 

It is superfluous to say that Mr. Hicks 
and Miss Ellaline Terriss are favourites in 
‘Dublin, for they have long been favourites 
everywhere. As soon as they appeared on the 
stage last night, haste was made to signify 
welcome. Mr. Hicks has never been long out 
of harness, but this play of “The Man in 
Dress Clothes’’ has brought the name of 
Ellaline Terriss back to tiie’ playbill after a 
long intervai of absence. 

Mr. Hicks’s entrance in the character of 
Lucien, Comte d’Artois, had an element of 
surprise. It was from beneath the bedclothes 
of a very handsome bed, in which he had 
been sleeping in. his clothes. That manner 
of appearance told the audience a good deal 
of the story at once; for it indicated Lucien 
as a young man who is “ going the pace.”’ 
The appearance of a ane eget and gaily- 
spoken young female from an adjoining room 
confirmed that aspect of the character. Mr. 
Hicks has always been particularly amusin 
in a character. of that kind, aa 
the. audience began quickly to enjoy 
again his old mannerisms, his devil-may- 
care briskness, and his perky readiness of 
comment and retort. The merit of this play 
as a vehicle for his temperamental excursions 
lies in the fact that tha exhibition of this 
mood of Lucien’s is but the masking of a 
deeper current of feeling; it prepares the way 
for a change to moods of more serious 
emotion—a change that few actors ‘can manage 
as artistically as Mr. Hicks. s the two

His Lucien is a sensitive, honorable young 
man, honorable according to a code of his 
own, in which his sincerity persuades one to 
believe for the. time. Finding his marriage a 
loveless. one so far as his wife is concerned, 
though to him she is the solely adored, he 
leaves her free, going his own way. It is a 
way pursued with feverish extravagance in 
unsuccessful endeavour to hide from himself 
his bitter disappointment. That way soon 
leads him to financial collapse, and there is 
an amusing scene of the bailiffs in his flat. 
In the middle of their operations arrives his 
wife, come to ask him to make her practical 
freedom a legal freedom also; but the visit 
is the beginning of her discovery of his true 
feelings and the awaxening of her own respect 
for him. 

The play moves gradually towards that 
happy ending which everyone must wish to 
see when Miss Ellaling Terriss plays the part

On Saturday—possibly on Friday—Par- 

liament is to adjourn until November 16th, 
when it will return to deal with a pro- 
gramme of legislation sufficient for any 
ordinary session. The idea of a proroga- 
tion with a State opening of a new session 
in the autumn has been abandoned, and it 
is now understood that the next session 
will commence about the middle of 
February. The Prime Minister announced 
this afternoon that the House would meet 
on Saturday, but appeals were made by 
‘Commander Kenworthy, Mr. Mackinder 
and Sir N. Grattan. Doyle, that the 
adjournment motion should be taken on 
Friday. The Prime Minister replied that 
he would be glad to meet the views of 
members if they were’ communicated 
through the usual channels—meaning the 
party whips—and thus it is possible that 
members will be able to get away on 
Friday evening. 

After the Prime Minister had made his 
statement the dark and somewhat sinister 
figure of Mr. Maxton uncurled itself from 
one of the back benches. He asked the 
Prime Minister whether, in view of the 
grave industrial outlook and the prospect 
of further serious troubles, he would give 
an undertaking to call Parliament tovether 
if the situation demanded. Mr. Baldwin 
in icy tones replied that he had no reason 
to suspect that any such situation would 
arise, but he had no hesitation im giving 
such an assurance. 


The Mining Settlement. 


Reflection during the week-end on the 
mining settlement has. brought about no 
change of feeling among the Conservative 
members, and in the Lobby this afternoon 
there was considerable bitterness that Mr. 
Baldwin had been placed in such a position 
that such a settlement had to be made 
It does not add to the comfort of 
members to hear whispers that other in 
dustries such as the railways and the 
engineering trade are now preparing to 
put forward cases for consideration. One 
member remarked to me this afternoon 
that Mr. Churchill’s most . promising 
Budget had been blown to the winds and 
that we might expect an advance an the 
income tax next year instead of a drop.

the month with the idea of influencing the 
annual Trade Union Congress which is to 
take place at Scarborough a few days later. 
‘One of the proposals is that the Council of 
the Trade Union Congress shall be com- 
posed of “the best and most audacious 
fighters in the movement.” 


The Boundary Problem.

The Prime 
Minister was asked this afternoon bv 
Captain Crookshank whether he could 
now make any statement regarding the 
Commission before the recess.

M. BRIAND'S VISIT TO DISCUSS 


IITH ANNIVERSARY OF 


“ DEBT TO MEN WHO 
SAVED OUR HOMES.” 


300,000 HELPED. 


To-day is the eleventh anniversary of 
the British declaration of war on Ger- 
many. The Great War began with 
Austria’s declaration of war on Serbia on 
the 28th July, 1914. On the 1st August 
Germany declared war on Russia and 
France. She seized Luxemburg, and her 


military dispositions soon indicated an|' 


intention to launch an attack on the 
French frontier by crossing Belgium. 

As in this present year, the órd cf 
August was a Bank holiday, and 
English townspeople, probably not even 
glancing at the morning’s newspaper, 
went on their trips and outings un- 
perturbed.. Central London was empty: 
only a few sight-seeing excursionists 
walked its sun-baked streets and parks. 
While they gaped at the cuirassed sentries 
at the Horse Guards entrance they little 
thought how the hand of Destiny was 
reaching towards their lives through the 
chambers. of Downing street and the 
Foreign Office; a few yards from them at 
that moment. 


THE DECLARATION OF WAR. 

One sign there was, at Westminster, 
of grave issues impending. Most excep- 
tionally for a Bank holiday, the House 
of Commons met that. afternoon, and 
Sir Edward Grey, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, defined Britain’s attitude. 

The British ultimatum to Germany re- 
quiring respect for Belgian neutrality 
was despatched next morning. Messag2s 
received during the day made only too 
plain Germany’s resolve to ignore the 
warning, and Ministers assembled in the 
Cabinet room at Downing street could 
only wait to receive confirmation of the 
trespass Britain could not condone. 
Because of happenings a week or two 
earlier in Ireland, Mr. Asquith, the 
Premier, was himself Minister for War, 
but it was plain enough that day that the 
War Office was a job for a big man un- 


fettered, and Lord Kitchener, travelling | 


to his rural home in Kent, was intercepted 
and brought back to London. As the 
crowds streamed home from the theatres, 
indubitable reports of the German cross- 
ing of the Belgian frontier to attack Lite 
were received in Whitehall, and at eleven 
o’clock that August night war was 


declared. 


“THE ONE BRIGHT SPOT.” 

Sir John Jellicoe received his order to 
command the Grand Fleet. The Army 
was mobilised. . The lads who had regarded 
their annual Territorial training as a 
holiday camping-out suddenly found that 
they were on active service. Many a man 
went to his bed already resolved to be at 
the recruiting office first thing on the 
next. morning. Fortune’s wheel began a 
new turn that has involved us all in ways 
we could not have foreseen on August 4th, 
1914. To many families in TreJand—to 
more in Ireland, in proportion, perhaps, 
than in any other part of the Empire— 
the events that began eleven years ago 
brought, occasions of. sadness—occasions, 
‘too, of pride. : 

While on almost every hand the skies 
loomed dark, Ireland, which had been the 


great source of anxiety for months preced-. 


ing, was declared at that juncture to be 
“the one bright spot.’’ North and South, 
both engaged less than a month ‘before 
in “ gun-running’’ and other preparations 
for internecine strife, vied now in offering 
support for the Empire’s cause. All 
Ireland was exhilarated by the common 
motive of sacrifice in a conflict deemed 
honourable in defence of the sanctity cf 
a nation’s bond and the freedom of small 
nations from a bully’s trespass. 


LORD HAIG’S APPEAL. 


THE WORK OF THE BRITISH 


LEGION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Eleven years after the commence- 
ment of the Great War, there is still only 
too ample reason for making this national an- 
niversary the occasion of a special appeal to 
the generosity of my fellow-countrymen and 
women on behalf of ex-service men, their 
widows and dependants.

During last year the 1,600 Voluntary Relief 
Committees of the British Legion alleviated 
over 300,000 cases of distress: That this or- 
ganisation built up by the British Legion is 
efficient in its working is evidenced by the 
following extract from the report of a dis 
tinguished journalist, who, armed with full 
powers, made a searching impartial investi- 
ety into every department of the Legion's 
work :— 

“The real service which the Legion ren- 
ders is in the putting of, men on their feet

The idea of a chapel comes from a speech 
made. by Lord Ypres on August 4th last 
year, when he referred to the fact that 
there was no English church at Ypres for 
the many pilgrims that. came from home’ 
and overseas to visit the places where our 
dead heroes have been laid to rest. 

The suggestion is made that the 


| memorial shall be a national and unde- 


nominational one, and the Archbishop of 
Canterbury has given the proposal his 
blessing. 

THE APPEAL. 


The letter is as follows :— 
Field-Marshal tne Earl of Ypres died on 


‘May 22nd, and the sorrow and gratitude 


which found expression then make us con- 
fident that an appeal for a national memorial 
to be erected to his memor. would meet with 
a ready response. 

It appéars to us that the late Field- 
Marshal's own ideas and wishes should be 
our guide, as far »s possible, as to the form 
the memorial should take. There seems to 
be a clear indication of this in the speech 
he made at Ypres last year, on August 4th, 
the tenth anniversary of .the opening otf 
hostilities. He referred then to one pious 
and patriotic work that remained to be done, 
in that there was no English church for the 
many pilgrims that came from home and 
overseas to visit the places where our dead 
soldiers have been laid to rest. 

In this speech he showed his great solici- 
tude fc- the welfare of relatives and 
destedants of the fallen. What better place 
could. be. chosen in which to set up his 
memorial than the ancient town of Y res, 
which by his foresight, his strategy, and his 
dogged resolution, he saved ? 

or the memorial to be a national one it 
is essential all should be able to join, and 
we propose the erection of an Army chapel, 
to which all can go, irrespective of denomina- 
tion. 

The authorities at Ypres have generously 
offered us a site on the Ramparts close to 
the Lille Gate, which is ideal from every 
point. It is easy of access to visitors, anda 
it hes the further advantage of being close 
to the famous Rampart Cemetery, and 
though the cost of the foundations will be 
heavy, owing to the subsidence caused by 
shell-fire, etc., the position is so good that 
every effort should be made to utilise it. 

With our memorial to the missing, in 
which 60,000 names are being inscribed, at 
the Menin Gate, and the memorial to our 
great Field-Marsha] Cofnmander-in-Chief at 
the Lille Gate, future generations will be 
made to realise the importance of the town 
of Ypres and the Ypres salient, where a 

uarter of a million «* their forefathers gave 
their lives for King and country.

APPEAL. 


TO-DAY’S ANNIVERSARY 


Lhe Times in a leading article says :—In 
the march of the years the anniversary of the 
day on which this country took its stand by 
the side of Belgium and France has come 
round again. Its message is all the more 
actual becatise it falls this year on the same 
day of the week as in 1914, Once more Lord 
Haig, the General under whose command the 
survivors of the Expeditionary Force and their 
successors of the New Armies helped to brin 
the long struggle to an end, issues an appea 
on behaM of the thousands of men and women 
and children whose lives it has maimed and 
broken. For their sakes—and for the honour 
of England—he calls to all who lived through 
the sad and stirring emotions of those fateful 
days to show that they are neither unmind- 
ful nor ungrateful. The need is great But 
in spite of all that has been done the debt 
remains largely unpaid. In the early part of 
this year something like 800,000 ex-Service- 
meh and officers and nearly 38,000 of the dis- 
abled were still without work, and in very 
many cases without hope. That is to say, of 
the whole volume of unemployment at 
least a third, and probably to-day 
an even higher proportion, consists 
of men who fought for the country. Yet it 
is only by putting them in the way of earn- 
ing a livelihood for themselves that the 
promises made them in the hours of danger 
and sacrifice can be made good. 

The problem is twofold. Its main burden 
and responsibility must rest, as always, on 
the shoulders of those who have the power 
to | gcór. sang savy It cannot even now be 
said that these last have as a body all done 
their utmost to meet the emergency.

INFORMATION SOUGHT. 


The Times says :—A special meeting of the 
Industrial Group of the House of Commons 
has been called for this evening to consider 
the terms of settlement of the dispute in the 
mining industry. The members of the 
group, like many other members of all the 
political parties, ar) anxious for information 
we a numbe- of points which are still 
obscure. They desire, in the first place, a 
full explanation of the events of last lnurs- 
day, and the circumstances in which a settle- 
ment on a subsidy basis was arrived at a 
few hours after tho Prime Minister had defi- 
nitely ruled out the possibility of a subsidy. 
They are anxious to know the extent to 
which non-paying mines will be helped to 
re-open with Government assistance. Above 
all, they are desirous that the Prime Minister 
should indicate at once that the mining in- 
dustry stands in a category absolutely by 
itself, and that in no circumstances will a 
similar subsidy be given to any other in- 
dustry in which a labour trouble is 
threatened. 

It is understood that the Government fully 
accept this view, and that no other applica- 
tion for a subsidy in like circumstances 
would be entertained. ,

MACMILLAN EXPEDITION, 


SHIPS REACH GREENLAND. 


The New York Correspondent of The

AIRMAN’S SKILL. 


RECOVERY AFTER NOSE DIVE 
FROM 1,000 FEET. 


Two thrills were given to the spectators at 
Lympne light aeroplane race meeting, which 
concluded yesterday. After performing during 
an interval daring evolutions in an Armstrong 
Whitworth Sinkin, Captain F. T. Courtney 
fell into a headlong nose dive from a height of 
a thousand feet. He disappeared behind a 
distant belt of trees, and the onlookers were 
hortor-struck, believing that calamity had be- 
fallen him, but he reappeared from a totally 
different direction, having flattened out low 
behind a hill. 

The second incident was a forced landing 
made by Mr. Alan J. Cobham near Hasting- 
leigh while flying with a passenger in a D.H.

From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 
The House of Commons was a very quiet 
place this afternoon. Few members were 
present, and the question list was a short one, 
occupying only twenty minutes. The most 
noticeable feature in the House was the 
presence of two small boys in the front row 
of the Strangers’ Gallery. They looked bored 
to tears with the proceedings, but their 
guardians may have found them interesting, 
for they sat there. 
Questions produced little of interest, but 
their brevity led to some amusing scenes out- 
side the House. A division was taken on 
the suspension of the Eleven o'clock Rule, 
quite twenty minutes before it was expected. 
Members indy and, in some cases, pon- 
derously pursuing their way across the court- 
yard were warned that a division was in 
progress, with the result that they began to 
run, much to the astonishment of the crowds 
outside Palace Yard. 
Rather a doleful tale was told by Mr. 
Edward Wood, in introducing the estimates 
for the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries. 
Agriculture, like other important industries, 
was suffering from the prevailing depression, 
and its troubles were added to by what the 
Minister termed a sense of insecurity. Still, 
this was not the fault of the Ministry, who 
were doing their best to assist the farmers 
in many directions, but chiefly on the lines 
of research and development. 
The Conservatives, said Mr. Wood, were 
as keenly alive to the importance of agricul- 
ture as was any other party “in the State, 
and he reminded the House that it was his 
party who were responsible for the intro- 
duction of the Agricultural Wages Act, which 
had been brought into operation with ‘a 
minimum of friction, and was to-day, on the 
whole, working well. He rather deplored 
the comparatively low consumption of milk 
in this country. He considered that that 
circumstance was largely due to public dis-

Mr. C. Drewe, who succeeded Mr. George

sections of the House. What he suggested 
was that a land purchase scheme, such as 
had operated very successfully in Ireland, 
should be adopted in this country.
